K ftl Iba Ume when the lut Ceneu* wu taken, in Jnne, 1860, all the inb&UUnU Oi 
each Conntj ib Kiuonri had been gathered together near the centre of the count; 
and collected in regiments ofa thousand persona each, and these regiment! arranged lA 
r^alar order, the; wonid have presented to the e;e of a person passing o*er in a balloon, 
or to the eye of an eagle flying over at the proper height in lheair,-Terj much soch an ap- 
pearance ae that exhibited in the first of these maps ; for each one of the aqoare dota on' 
that map represents a regiment or collection of l.OUO persona. Than the 22,896 inhabitants 
of JacksoQ Co. are represented b; 22 squares; the 0,794 inhabitant* of Cass Go. by 9 
squares, and so in all the eountiea. 

Again, if all the slares in each connt; had been gathered together and airaoged in 
companies ofa hundred persona each, the; would hare presented to the birds' eye an ap- 
pearance somewhat like that in the second map; for, in this map, each one of (he little 
tquare dots represents 100 slaves, so that the 3,944 slaves in Jackson Co. are' lepMsaated 
by 39 squares, and the 1,010 slaves in Cass Co. byagroup of 10 squares, and soon throagh- 
out the State. 

Again, if theslaveholdersin each conntj had been collected in companies of a hnii* 
dred each, the; would have presented an appearance like that in the third map, in whldt 
each square dot represents 100 slave-holders, so that the 930 slave-holders ol Jackson Co, 
are represented \>j 9 aqunres, and the SOS elave-holden of Caaa Co. bf 3 squares. 

It will thus be seen thit these mipsfuroidh hrrdi'-aje views of the people oJ Uissonri; . 
that the; enable the readef to make for faiin«eira sortof balloon reconnoisnnce of theSlate. 

Snbstantialljp tiie same explanation maj be given of thesixth map. If, at the time when 
the Census wss taken, in June, 1850, all the tobacco which had been raised in the couDtj 
■luring the previona jear bad been collected together, and the hogsheads arranged in square 
piles, containing each fiftjr thousand pounds, the appearance to the bird's eve woaM hare 
been macblikethat^venin this map. In Howard Co., where 3,lti8,122 pounds were iwsed, 
there would have been seen 63 such squares, represented on the map b; 63 aquare dots; ia 
Osage Co., where 99,535 pounds were raised, there would have been seen but 2 squares, 
represented on the map b; 2 square dots. In ci.>anttes rusiog less thnn 50,000 pounds, no 
dota aia inserted. 

In the fourth map thesqnars doU are used to denote, not thousands or handreds, asia 
the preceding maps, bnt the same numbers as are enpressed hj the figures. Thus in Jack- 
son Co., where there are about 17 slaves in every 100 inhabitants, 17 dot* are printed. 
deaoting 17 per cent. ; and in I^tfayetta Co„ where the per centage of slave* is neariy 3% 
this ratio ia expressed bj 32 dots. 

So in the fifth map the dots are used to express the same numbers a* the figurea, la 
Jackson Co there are 16 slaves to every $10,000 worth of farm property, and this ratio ia 
expressed by lOdolsj in Cass Ca, where the ratio of slavs* and fhrm property is to eveiy 
tU^OOO worth, it is expitssed by 9 dota. 

The preceding explanation will suffice to make the new notation used in these naapa, 
pUft t« every reader. Some additional romorks on each map wilt now bs given. ■ 
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lUkT XOu I — ^POPVLATIOX. 

The population of St. Loai9 City and County is put down aa 190,524, according to the 
U. S. Census of 1860. In the State Census of I860 the population of the city of St. Louis is 
given as 159,36i ; therefore 160 square dots have been printed together, a little aside from the 
county to represent the population of the city; and 30 dots have been inserted in the county 
to represent the population of the county outside of the city limits. As some persons may 
wish .to make comparisons between the population of other cities and large towns in the 
State, and the population of the rural districts in the ^^ame counties, a statement of the 
population of some of the cities and larger towns of the State, as taken from the printed 
State Census of 1860, is here given: St. Joseph, Buchanan, Co., 11,409; Hannibal, 
Marion Co., 6,324; Palmyra, Marion Co., 2,209; Lexington, Lafayette Co., 4,985 ; Jef- 
ferson City, Cole Co., 2,691 ; Cape Girardeau, Cape Girardeau Co., 2,807; Weston, Platte 
Com 2,331 ; Springfield, Greene Co., 1,644. 

No inhabitants are put down for Worth Co., that being a new county jestablished by 
the State Legislature since the Census was taken, and never before laid down on any map. 

The boundaries of the nine new Congressional Districts, as fixed upon by our State 
Convention at its last session, are indicated upon this map by dotted lines. The First Dl*- 
4ttrlet embraces the northern part of St. Louis city and county, comprising the fourth, fifth, 
sixth, seventh, eighth, ninth, and tenth wards of the city; all of the township of St. Lonii< 
north of the Manchester road; and Central and St. Ferdinand townships. The Second DU- 
Uict embraces the remainder of St. Louis dty and county, together with the other connties 
losed by the dotted lines. 

M AF XO. II — SLATX8. 

In this map, in which the square dots represent 100 slaves, there are several conntief« 
having less than a hundred, in which of course no dot is printed. Douglas is the only 
county in the State having no slaves in it. In this, as in all the maps, the numbers for 
Worth Co. are included with those of Gentry Co., with which it was connected at the tini^ 
of taking the Censua. 

M AF 2C0u in — 8LATS-H0LDIR8. 

The remarks upon map No. 2, are applicable to this map also. If any one desire to 
compare either of these maps (No. 2 or No. 3) with map No. 1, he must keep in mind that 
in No. 1 the dot represents a thousand penons; in Nos. 2 and 3 it repre^nts but one bun* 
dred. A single dot in the first map b equivalent to a group of jten dots m the second or 
third. • 

XAP'XO. IT — ^KATIO OP 8LATB8 TO POPULATION. 

In calculating the per cent, for this map and in expressing it by dots, the usual method 
of considering all over five-tenths (Jb) as a whole one, and disregarding all under five- 
tenths, has been adopted. Thus, in Jackson Co. 17.2 per cent is marked 17; in Vernon 
Co. 2. 8 is marked 3. In the three first maps, however, and also in the sixth, it will be 
seen that the dots arc used to represent only round numbers, 1,0(K), 100, or 50,000 ; any 
excess over these round numbers being shown only by the figures. 

HAP KO. y — ^RATIO OP SLATSS TO FARM FROPIRTT. 

This map has been prepared upon the principle adopted in the fourth. As the num- 
bers are taken from the Census of 1850, the fifteen counties formed since that time are of 
course left blank. 

MAP SOU TI — TOBAOOO. 

In this map a is inserted in the six counties from which no tobacco was reportadin 
the Census tables, and the counties formed nnce 1850 are left blank. It has been prepared 
and added to the other maps, partly on account of the connection between the eoltnre of 
tobacco and slave labor, and partly to show the advantage of using the ** bird's-eye nolar 
tion,'' in exhibiting the geographical distribution of vegetable and other products. The 
unit adopted (oO, 000) is a large one on account of the large amount raised in the 
three principal tobacco-growing counties. By shading these counties and making.li^- 
000 the unit, the notation would have been extended to counties producing smaller qomnti* 
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ties. Boi, asit is, the partof tbe State in which the balk of the tobaceo crop ia raised* and tha 
proportion raised in each of these coontles, are well exhibited. Tbe reader is requested to 
eoropare tbe distinct and clear idea of the relative imporuoce of the tobaoeo crop ia tbcie 
counties, which he instantly obtains by a single glance at the map, with the ladistiaetasd 
imperfect notion of the crop in the counties in which nothing but figures are inscrtedt 
which he can obtain only with difficulty after considerable study. Such a comparison 
will show the great superiority of this new method of expressing numbers. 

DATA U8BD IK FXEPAaiirO THB HAPS. 

The statistics of aggregate population, slaves, and slaveowners, used in preparing the 
firAt four of these maps, have been taken from authentic statements of the Census of 1860, 
certified by the Superintendent of the Census and furnished to me by the courtesy of 
the Editors of the Republican and Demoerai of this city. The data for the fifth and sixth 
maps have been taken from the printed Compendium of the Census of 1850. Special pains 
have been taken to avoid the slightest error and make the mapsfaithfhl transcripts 'of the 
Census record ; nothing beyond this has been attempted. 

The following numbers were not inserted in the several maps: whole population of 
the State, 1,182,012: slave population, 114,031; number of slave-holders, 24,632; aven^j^ 
per cent of slaves, nine and seven-tenths (9.7); average number of slaves to every $10,000 ' 
worth of farm property, 13; (the estimated value of farms and farming implements ia the 
State in 1850 was $67,207,068 ; and the whole number of slaves at that time was 87,^3). 
The entire tobacco crop of the State, according io the Census of 1850, was 17,113,784 
pounds, being 8.57 percent, of the whole crop ia the United Statea. 

CHAMOI aiMCi I860. 
It has not been fbigotten that the population of this State has changed materially dur- 
ing the past two years; but these are the latest statistics we have or can have for some 
lime, and they are, as here given, full of interest and instruction. Bendes, each one can, 
lor hiinecif, according to his means of infbrmatlon, fbrm his own judgment as to the change 
which may have taken place in the diflTereat parts of the State.*
